1 On November 13, 2003, the Government of India, Ministry of Home 

Affairs, in exercise of the powers, conferred by sub-section (1) of Section 3 of 

the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act 1967 (37 of 1967) (for short the 

Act’), issued a Notification boms* S.l\No. 1392(E), whereby the Central 

Government declared the Meitei 'Extremist Organisations, namely, the 

Peoples’ Liberation Army(PLA) and its political wing, the Revolutionary 

Peoples’ Front (RJPF), the United National Liberation Front (UNLF), the 

Peoples’ Revolutionary Party of Kangleipak (PREPAK) and its armed wing, 
the “Red Army”; the Kangleipak Communist Party (KOP) and its armed 

wing, also called the “Red Army”; the Kanglei Yaol Kanba Lup (KYKL); 

and Manipur Peoples’ Liberation Front (MPLF), to be ‘unlawfu? 

associations’. The Notification reads as under:

2. And wheres the Central Government is of the opinion 
that for the reasons aforesaid, the Meitei Extremist 
Organisations and other bodies set up by them, including the 
armccbgroups named above, are unlawful associations. 

3. Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
Sub-section (1) of Section 3 of the Unlawful Activities 
(Prevention) Act, 1967 (37 of 1967), the Central Government 
hereby declares the Meitei Extremist Organisations, namely, 
the Peoples’ Liberation Army, generally known as the PLA 
and its political wing, the Revoloutionary Peoples’ Front 
(RPF), the United National Liberation Front (UNLF), the 
Peoples’ Revolutionary Party of Kangleipak (PREPAK) and 
its armed wing, the “Red Army”, the Kangleipak Communist 
Party (KCP) and its armed wing, also called the “Red Army”, 
the Kanglei Yaol Kanba Lup (KYKL) and the Manipur 
Peoples’ Liberation Front (MPLF) to be unlawful associations. 


4. And whereas- 

(i) there has been repeated, continuing and ongoing acts of 
violence and attacks (by armed groups and members of the 
Meitei Extremist Organislations) on the Security Forces and 
the civilian population; 

(ii) there has been an increase in the strength of the Meitei 
Extremist Organisations; 

(iii) there has been continued collection of funds/extortions and 
acquisition of sophisticated weapons; 

(iv) camps in some neighbouring countries continued to be 
maintained for the purpose of sanctuary, training and 
clandestine procurement of arms and ammunition. 


5. And whereas, the Central Government is of the opinion 
that the aforesaid activities of the Meitei Extremist 
Organisations are detrimental to the sovereignty and integrity 
of India, and if these are not immediately curbed and 
controlled, the said Meitei Extremist Organisations would 
regroup and rearm themselves, expand their cadres, procure 
sophisticated weapons, cause heavy loss of lives of civilians and 
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Security forces, and accelerate their activities aimed at 
secession of Manipur from India. 


6. Now, therefore, having regard to the circumstances 
referred in paragraphs 4 and 5, the Central Government is of 
the opinion that it is necessary to declare the Meitei Extremist 
Organisations, namely, the Peoples* Liberation Army, 
generally known as the PLA and its political wing, the 
Revolutionary Peoples’ Front (RPF), the United National 
Liberation Front (UNLF), the Peoples’ Revolutionary Party of 
Kangleipak (PREPAK) and its armed wing, the w Red Army”, 
the Kangleipak Communist Party (KCP) and its armed wing, 
also called the “Red Army”, the Kanglei Yaol Kanba Lup 
(KYKL) and the Manipur Peoples’ Li be rat ion. Front (MPLF), 
as unlawful associations with immediate effect; and

2. The aforesaid Notification dated November 13,2003, was followed by 
another Notification dated 5 th December 2003 of the Ministry of Home 
Affairs, Government of India, being G.S.R.925(E), issued under sub-section 
(1) of Section 5 of the Act, constituting this Tribunal, for the purpose of 
adjudicating, whether or not there is sufficient cause for declaring the Meitei 
Extremist Organisations of Manipur as unlawful associations. 

3. Reference under section 4(1) of the Act was made to this Tribunal 
vide letter No.8/8/2003/N.E.I. dated December 10,2003, of the Government of 
India, Ministry of Home Affairs, accompanied by the aforesaid Notifications 
and a resume of the case. On receipt of the reference. Notifications and the 
resume of the case, the matter came up before the Tribunal for preliminary 
hearing on December 18, 2003 at 3.30 P.M. Relevant part of the said order 
reads as under:- 

“Let notice under Section 4(2) of the Unlawful Activities 
(Prevention) Act 1967 be issued to Meitei Extremist 
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Organisations of Manipur namely the Peoples’ 
Liberation Army(PLA), Revolutionary Peoples’ Front 
(RPF), United National Liberation Front (UNLF), 

Peoples’ Revolutionary Party of Kangleipak(PREPAK) 
and its armed wing, the “Red Army”, Kangleipak 
Communist Party(KCP) and its armed wing, also called * 
the “Red Army”, Kanglei Yaol Kanba Lup(KYKL) and 
Manipur Peoples’ Liberation Front(MPLF), to show 
cause within 30 days as to why these Organisations 
should not be declared unlawful. 

Notice be served upon the aforesaid Meitei Extremist 
Organisations of Manipur at their Principal Offices, if 
any, or by affixing a copy of the notice at some 

conspicuous part thereof. In addition, notice be served 
by publication in two National Newspapers (one in 
English and one in Hindi) and in one vernacular 
newspaper, having circulation in the State of Manipur. 

Besides the aforesaid modes, notice be also served upon 
the aforesaid Organisations by way of broadcast on Ail 
India Radio, telecast on Doordarshan and by means of 
Loudspeaker in the areas in which activities of aforesaid 
Organisations are ordinarily carried on. 


The service of the notice be effected within 10 days. An 
affidavit be filed with the Registrar of this Tribunal 
within three weeks to show compliance of the orders. 


The evidence will be recorded in accordance with the 
provisions of Section 5(5) read with Section 9 of 
Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act 1967 and the Rules 
made thereunder. 


The Central Government as well as State Government 
to file in duplicate the affidavits of the witnesses as well 
as documents in support of the allegations within four 
weeks from today”. 


4. Pursuant to orders dated December 18, 2003, an affidavit dated 
January 07, 2004, of Shri R.R. Jha, Director (NE.II), Ministry of Home 
Affairs, was filed on behalf of the Government of India, to show compliance 
of the order. Similar affidavit dated on 7 th January 2004 of Th. Chittaranjan 
Singh, Joint Secretary (Home), Govt, of Manipur, Imphal, was filed by the 
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State of Manipur. Alter perusal of the affidavits, the following order was 


passed by the Tribunal on 5 th February 2004:* 

“Pursuant to the order dated 18 th December, 2003, an 
affidavit has been filed by Shri R.R. Jha, Director to the 
Government of India, Ministry of Home Affairs, New 
Delhi, affirmed on 7* January, 2004. According to the 
affidavit, notices were forwarded by the Central 

Government to the Government of Manipur, for taking , 

necessary action, in accordance with the orders dated 
18* December, 2003 of the Tribunal.

Another affidavit dated 7 th January 2004 has been filed 
by Th. Chittaranjan Singh, Joint Secretary (Home), 

Government of Manipur, stating that the Government 
of Manipur pursuant to the directions of the Central 
Government, took the following steps for effecting 
service on the Meitei Extremist Organisations of 
Manipur, in terms of order dated 18 th December 2003 of 
the Tribunal: 

(i) Notices issued by the Tribunal were published in 
three newspapers namely (1) The National Herald (a 
daily English Newspaper) dated 27-12-2003, (2) The 
Nav Bharat Times (a daily Hindi Newspaper) dated 27- 
12-2003 and (3) The Sangai Express (a local vernacular 
newspaper of Ijnphal) dated 27-12-2003. Copies of the 
newspapers have been annexed. 

(ii) Notices were broadcast on the All India Radio 
(AIR), Imphal, at 7.30 P.M. (Manipur Bulletin) and 
other local dialect bulletins on 26-12-2003. Copy of 
letter dated 2.1.2004 to this effect of Sh.B.RSharma, 

Correspondent, Prasar Bharati, Akashvani 
Broadcasting Corporation of India, All India Radio has 
been annexed. 

(iii) Notices were also broadcast on the Doordarshan * 

Kendra, Imphal on 24-12-2003 at 7.15 P.M. Copy of 

letter dated 26-12-2003 of Sh. L.Manibabu Singh, 

Programme Executive, Prasar Bharati, Broadcasting 
Corporation of India, Doordarshan Kendra, Imphal to 
that effect has been.annexed. 

(iv) Service of/notices was also effected by use of 
loudspeaker, beaming of drums and by affixing at public 
places. Copy of letter dated 29-11-2003 of Sh. 

S.Dinokumar Singh, IPS, Sr. Superintendent of Police, 

Imphal West/bistrict, Manipur to that effect has been 
annexed. 

The affidavit dated 7 th January 2004 of Shri R.R. Jha 
on behalf of the Central Government referred to above 
besides reiterating what has been stated in the affidavit 
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on behalf of Government of Manipur, also details the 
steps taken by the State Government of Manipur. It is 
stated that Senior Superintendent of Police of Imphal 
West District reported that the Officials In charge of 
the nine Police Stations in the Districts, namely Imphal, 
Lamphel, Sekinai, Singjamai, Patsoi, Wangoi, Lamsang, 
City and Mayang Police Station have affixed copies of 
notice at the public places. It has also been reported 
that these Organizations do not have any office and thus 
notice has been served by beat of drums and use of 
loudspeakers and that wide publicity of notices of the 
Tribunal has been given to the general public. Copies of 
communications received from the Police Authorities of 
Manipur to the above effect have been annexed. 

I have gone through the records and heard Counsel for 
the Union of India and the Government of Manipur. I 
am satisfied that the notices issued to the Meitei 
Extremist Organisations of Manipur by this Tribunal 
have been duly served in the manner ordered. 

I find that in spite of service of notices, no 
objections/reply/written statements have been filed on 
behalf of any Organizations within the stipulated pen J 
or even till day. Nor is there any appearance on behalf 
of the said Organizations either in person or through 
counsel. Service being effected, I, therefore, proceed 
further with the enquiry. 

The Central Government and the State Government of 
Manipur have also filed affidavits of witnesses together 
with documents and the same are taken on record. The 
affidavits filed are that ofi- 

(i) Shri R.R. Jha, Director to the Government of India 
in the Ministry of Home Affairs, New Delhi dated 14 th 
January 2004. 

(ii) Shri S. Dinokumar Singh, Special! Secretary (Home),

Pleadings are thus complete. Accordingly, I proceed to frame 
the following issue in the matter; 

a) Whether or not there is sufficient cause for declaring the 
seven Meitei Extremist Organisations of Manipur i.e. (i) Peoples’ 
Liberation Army(PLA), (ii) Revolutionary Peoples' Front(RPF), 
(iii) United National Liberation Front(UNLF), (iv) Peoples’ 
Revolutionary Party of Kangleipak (PREPAK) and its armed 
wing, the “Red Army”, (v) Kangleipak Communist Party (KCP) 
and its armed wing, also called the “Red Army” (vi) the Kanglei 
Yaol Kanba Lup (KYKL), and (vii) Manipur Peoples’ 
Liberation Front (MPLF), unlawful. 

Additional documents, if any, be filed by the parties on 
affidavit within two weeks. 

The matter will now be taken up for recording of 
evidence at Shillong on 17 th - and 18* March 2004. All necessary 
arrangements for holding of the sitting of the Tribunal on 17“ 
and 18 th March 2004 at Shillong be made by the Ministry of 
Home Affairs, Government of India. 

Copies of this order be furnished to the counsel appearing 
for the Union of India as also to the Government of Manipur for 
taking steps for examination of the witnesses.” 


5. The next sitting of the Tribunal was held at Shillong, State of 
Meghalaya, on 17* March 2004. On the said date, an affidavit dated 17 th 
March 2004, of Shri S.Dinokumar Singh, Special Secretary (Home), 
Government of Manipur, along with some documents was filed and it was 
prayed that the same be taken on record and treated as part of evidence. 
Necessary leave was granted. No one was again present on behalf of the 
Meitei Extremist Organisations of Manipur. Examination-in-chief of PW-1, 
Shri S.Dinokumar Singh was recorded. For affording an opportunity to the 
Meitei Extremist Organisations for his cross-examination, if any, the hearing 
was adjourned to 18 th March 2004 at 10.00 A.M. No one appeared on behalf 
of Meitei Extremist Organisations of Manipur to cross-examine the witness 
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on 18 th March 2004. The witness was therefore discharged. Thereafter, the 

statements of PWs- 2 to 7 were recorded on that date. Counsel for the Union 

of India prayed that the witness Shri R.R. Jha, Director, NE-II, Ministry of 

Home Affairs, Government of India be permitted to be produced on some 

other date, as he could not be present. The case was fixed for 24 th March 
2004, when it was adjourned to .7 th April 2004. At the hearing of 7 th April 

2004, the following orders were passed: 


“Shri K.K. Sud, Additional Solicitor General stated that 
he would like to produce some more witnesses and examine 
Shri R.R. Jha, Director (NE-II), Ministry of Home Affairs, 
thereafter. 

The Tribunal directed that the next sitting for recording 
of evidence of the remaining witneses would be held at Aizwal, 

State of Mizoram, on 30* April 2004 at 10.30 A.M. All 
necessary arrangements for holding of the sitting of the 
Tribunal on the said date be made by the Ministry of Home 
Affairs, Government of India. 

It was further directed that notice be published by the 
Central Government and the State Government of Manipur in 
one National daily newspaper in English and one daily 
newspaper in Vernacular having circulation in the State of 
Manipur, of the date, time and venue of the sitting of the 
Tribunal, within seven days from today, informing the public 
at large that those who may be interested/willing in giving 
evidence before the Tribunal may file their evidence by way of 
affidavits (in triplicate) in English or in vernacular 
accompanied by English translation, before the Tribunal at 
Aizwal at 10.00 A.M. on 30 th April 2004 and also remain 
present in person for cross examination, if any. The 
Central/State Government willl file affidavit(s) of compliance 
within ten days, accompanied by copies of concerned 
newspapers. 

Copies of this order be furnished to the Counsel 
appearing for Union of India and the Government of Manipur 
for taking steps for examination of the remaining witnesses. No 
further opportunity for the purpose will be given”. 

6. In compliance with the orders dated 7 th April 2004, the Central 

Government vide letter dated 19 th April 2004 of Sh.S.T. Venkatachalapathy, 

Desk Officer (NE.II) Ministry of Home Affairs, Government of India, 

submitted an affidavit dated 16 th April 2004 of Shri S.Dinokumar Singh, 
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Special Secretary (Home), Government of Manipur. It is stated in the 

affidavit that the public notice was published in one National daily 

newspaper in English namely National Herald dated 16 th April 2004 and one 

local daily vernacular newspaper namely Huiyen Lanpao, Imphal dated 15 
April 2004. Copies of the said issues of the newspapers containing the public 

notice were enclosed with the affidavit. To the same effect, the Government 

of Manipur also filed on 19.4.2004 an affidavit of Shri S.Dinokumar Smgh, 

Special Secretary, (Home), Government of Manipur. On 23 rd April 2004, an 

other affidavit dated I9 tK April 2004 of Shri SJ)inokumar Singly Special 

Secretary (Home), Government of Manipur, was filed, stating that the 

typographical error which occurred in the public notice published on 15 

April 2004 in the local vernacular newspaper, namely, Huiytep' Lanpao, 

Imphal, regarding date of sitting of the Tribunal which was omitt^l to be 

mentioned, was rectified by publication of another notice in the local daily 

Huiyen Lanpao, Imphal dated 18 th April 2004. A copy of the said issue of the 

newspaper containing the notice is annexed along with affidavit. 

7. Further, in accordance with order dated 7 April 2004, an affidavit 
dated 21 st April 2004 of Shri M.Karnajit Singh, Superintendent of Police, 

wl 

CID/Special Branch of Manipur Police Department was also filed on 23 
April 2004. 


8. The next sitting of the Tribunal was held on 30* April 2004 at Aijwal, 


Mizoram, when the following order was passed: 


“In terms orders dated 7* April 2004, the Central Government 
has filed affidavit dated 19* April 2004 of Shri S.Dinokumar 
Singh, Special Secretary (Home), Government of Manipur, 
showing compliance with the orders regarding publication of 
Public Notice in one daily National newspaper (English) on 


-Sec. 3(ii)| 
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16.4.2004 and one local dally newspaper (vernacular) on 
15.4.2004, circulating in the State of Manipur. Copies of the 
said editions of the newspapers have also been placed: on 
record. To the same effect, the Government of Manipur has 
also filed affidavits dated 16 th April 2004 and dated 19* April 
2004. I have perused the notice and the newspaper reports. 
Thus, sufficient compliance of the orders regarding publication 
of notice has been made. 

No one is however present on behalf of the public. Nor 
has any affidavit been filed. It is 10.40 AM. In the interest of 
justice the Tribunal will resume proceedings at 11.00 AM. to 
await response, if any, from the public or from any of the 
organizations”. 

“It is 11.00 AM. There is no appearance on behalf of 
the public or the organizations. 


An affidavit dated 21* April 2004 of Shri M. Karnajit 
Singh, Superintendent of Police, CID/Spccial Branch of Police 
Department of Manipur, has also been presented on 23-4-2004 
at Delhi. It is prayed by the learned counsel appearing for the 
Central Government that the same may be taken on record 
and that Shri M. Karnajit Singh may be permitted to be 
examined as a witness as per orders dated 7* April 2004. The 
affidavit is taken on record and the witness is permitted to be 
examined. 

PW-8, Mr. R R Jha and PW-9 Mr. M. Karnajit Singh 
are present Let their statements be recorded. 

Statements of PWs- 8 and PW-9 have been recorded. 
There is no appearance on behalf of the MEITEI 
organizations to cross-examine them. They are discharged. 
Evidence is concluded. No further evidence is to be led. 

Counsel for the UOI prays for time for making 
submissions and for filing written submissions. Let the needful 
be done before the next date. 

List for arguments in Delhi on 4 th May, 2004 at 3.30 

P.M.” 


9. On 4 th May 2004, no written submissions were filed. However, oral 
arguments were addressed by counsel for the Union of India. 

10. Before considering the evidence placed on record; it would be 
necessary to trace the facts leading to, the issuance of Notification dated 
November 13, 2003, by the Central Government under Sub-section (1) of Si 
3 of the Act The facts stated are: 
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10.1 That the State of Manipur is inhabited by Meiteis and tribals. The 

Meiteis are the numerically predominant community forming more than 
66% of the total population and are concentrated in the Impbal valley. There 

are 29 tribes (mostly Nagas and Kukis) living in the hill area. The valley area 

of Manipur is affected by insurgency of various Meitei Extremist 

Organisations) the major ones among them being the Peoples’ Liberation 

Army (PLA), Revolutionary Peoples’ Front (RPF), United Notional 

Liberation Front (UNLF), Peoples’ Revolutionary Party of Kangleipal 

(PREPAK), Kangleipak Communist Party (KCP), Kanglei Y&ol Kanba Lup 

(KYKL)and Manipur Peoples’ Liberation Front (MPLF). The hill areas are 

affected by the activities of Naga extremists belonging to the National 

Socialist Council of Nagaland (NSCN) and Kuki extremists. 

10.2 That the Meitei Extremist Organisations have been responsible for a 

number of violent incidents and armed lootings in which a large number of 
civilians and police personnel have lost their lives. The extremists have also 
been looting money from banks and extorting huge amounts of money from 
businessmen, traders, civilians 'fcnd even Government employees. Violent 
activities of Meitei Extremist had acquired serious dimensions and the 
Imphal valley was declared as ‘disturbed area’ under the Armed Forces 
(Special Powers) Act, 1958 from September 8, 1980. Combing operations by 
the Security Forces and Police were launched. Four Meitei Extremists 
Organisations, namely, PLA, UNLF, PREJPAK and KCP, which were 
indulging in unlawful acts of violence, including murders, looting, 
intimidation, etc., mostly in the valley areas of Manipur State, in furtherance 
of their objective of “liberation” of Manipur, were declared as ’unlawful 
association’ under Section 3(1) of the Act, first on 26 th October 1979. Since 
then, the ban has been continued. MPLF was declared as an “unlawful 
association” on 13 th November 1999 along with other Meitei Extremist 
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Organisations. The last Notification was issued vide S.0.1124 (E) dated 13 th 

November 2001. A reference under sub-section (1) of Section 4 of the Act was 
made to the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Tribunal consisting of Hon’ble 
Mr. Justice Anil Dev Singh, Judge, High Court of Delhi and the learned 


Tribunal vide its order dated 10 th May 2002 confirmed the notification dated 


13.11.2001 issued by the Government of India. 

10.31 That the Meitei Extremist Organisations continue to propagate 
secession from India. The security forces remain one of their prime targets in 
their plans to perpetuate their 4 War’ against the Government of India. Their 
extortion activities also continue to fill their coffers. The recent attack on the 
Chief Minister, Manipur’s escort convoy on 27 th July 2003 in which two 
police personnel were killed, and the blast on a passenger bus at Lilong 
bridge on 14** August 2003, in which six civilians were killed and 17 others 
injured, are a grim reminder of the violence potential of these organizations. 
The literature of these organizations also indicate their seditious tendencies. 


Withdrawal of ban on these organizations at this juncture would strengthen 


their cause and help them in further internationalising the same. 

10.4 That the details of violent incidents by these militant organizations since 


1999are asunder:

10.5 That the Meitei Extremist Organisations maintain close links with each 
other and also with other extremist organizations in the North East. 
PLA/RPF is maintaining close links with Issac-Muivah faction of the 
National Socialist Council of Nagaland (NSCN). ULNF is maintaining 
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contact, with the Khaplang faction of NSCN as well as the Kuki National 

Army. KYKL draw, its support from KCP, PREPAK and UNLF (Oken 
faction). UNLF is also a signatory to the lndo-Burma. Revolutionary Front 
(IBRF) formed in I WO by ULFA and NSCN (K). The aim of IBRF was to 
jointly fight the Indian Security Forces. Though IBRF has not been very 
effective, it has provided training to the cadres of UNLF and ULFA. KYKL 
and IBRF are umbrella organizations offering platforms to insurgent groups 
for cooperation in operational matters. PREPAK, RPF and UNLF have 
joined together to form another umbrella organization named the Manipur 
People. 1 Liberation Front (MPLF). 

10.6 Jhat PLA/RPF, UNLF, PREPAK, KCP and KYKL have camps in 

neighbouring countries, viz. Bangladesh and Myanmar. Members of these 

extremist organizations are continuing their secessionist and violent 

activities. They also continue to make efforts to establish and sustain contacts 

with foreign countries with a view to securing assistance in their unlawful 

activities, and that notwithstanding the fact that the Meitei Extremist 

Organisations have continued to be banned for a long period, Meitei 

insurgency remains a serious security concern in Manipur, particularly in 

the Valley. These organizations continue to resort to massive mobilization of 

funds by unlawful tax coUections, extortion and even kidnapping/abduction 

for ransom. Procurement of arrns by the Meitei Extremist Organisations has 
also been c on tin uing - Factors taken into consideration for extension of the 

ban were as uader> 

(4) The Meitei Extremist organizations have openly declared 
the formation of an independent Manipur by secession from 
India as their objective; 

(ii) They have been employing armed means to achieve their 
aforesaid Objective; 
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(iii) They have been attacking the Security Forces, the police. 
Government employees and law-abiding citizens in Manipur; 

(iv) They have been indulging in acts of intimidation, extortion 
and looting of civilian population for the collection of funds for 
their organizations; and 

(v) They have been making efforts to establish contacts with 
sources abroad for influencing public opinion and for securing 
assistance by way of arms and training for the purpose of 
achieving their secessionist objective. 

10.7 That the views from various concerned Governments 
Departments/Agencies were called and all of them have recommended 
further extension of the ban on the Meitei Extremist Organisations. The 
reasons for extension of the ban are given as under: 

(i) Continued espousal of the policy of secession of Manipur from 
India. 

(ii) Continued engagement in activities prejudicial to the 
sovereignty and integrity of India. 

(iii) Continued adoption of violence and terror through armed 
action as means for achieving their objective. 

(iv) High levels of extortion and illegal tax collections from the 
public including businessmen, traders and even Government 
employees. 

(v) Links and support to other North-East insurgent groups 
and with neighbouring countries. 

(vi) Procurement of large quantities of sophisticated arms and 
ammunition through clandestine channels or by snatching 
from various security forces. 

(vii) Attempts to gain membership of the Unrepresented 
Nations and Peoples’ Organisations with the intention to 
accessing and utilizing the various international fora for 
mobilizing support towards their ultimate objective of 
separating Manipur from India. 


10.8 It is, therefore, stated that for these reasons it was considered 
imperative to issue a fresh notification for further declaration of the Meitei 
Extremist Organisations namely PLA, PREPAK, RPF, UNLF, KCP, KYKL 
and MPFL as “unlawful associations” under sub-section (1) of section 3 read 
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with the proviso to sub-section (3) of section 3 of the Unlawful Activities 
(Prevention) Act 1967 after the expiry of the validity of the earlier 
Notification on November 12, 2003, and accordingly a fresh notification for 
declaring these organizations as “unlawful associations” for a further period 
of two years w.e.f. November 13, 2003, was issued, and that in case any gap 
between the two notifications was allowed, these organizations taking undue 
advantage of the situation, may mobilize their cadres for escalating their 
unlawful and anti-national activities. 

11. By way of evidence in support of the reference, affidavit of Shri R.R. 
Jha, Director, Ministry of Home Affairs, Government of India dated 14-1- 
2004, three affidavits of Shri S.Dinokumar Singh, Special Secretary (Home), 
Government of Manipur, two dated 23 rd January 2004 and the third dated 
17 th March 2004, and affidavit dated 21* April 2004 of Shri M. Karnajit 
Singh, Superintendent of Police, CID/Special Branch of Manipur Police 
Department, Government of Manipur, have been filed. 

12. It is stated in the affidavit of Shri R.R. Jha that the aforesaid Meitei 

Extremist Organisations as “unlawful associations” have been responsible 

for a number of violent incidents and armed lootings in which a large 

number of civilians and police personnel have lost their lives. Annexure-I to 

the affidavit gives the details of each of the Meitei Extremist Organisations 
of Manipur, dates when they were founded their cadre strength and aims 

and objectives. Annexure H thereto contains details of major incidents of 

violence, looting, extortion etc. committed by the Meitei Extremists _ 

Organisations of Manipur in 2002 and 2003, while the list of cases of crime 

registered against these Organisations during the period 13-11-2001 to 15-6- 

2003 as received from the Government of Manipur by the Central 

Government, is Annexure-HI to the said affidavit. Copies of Seizure Memos, 

Re-Seizure Memos, literature of the six Meitei Extremist Organisations 
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pointing to their secessionist tendencies and Demand Notices issued by them 

are detailed in Annexure IV. Then the affidavit refers to maintaining of dose 
links by the Meitei Extremist Organisations of Manipur with other e\tr»«iist 
organizations of North-East, establishment of camps b them in 
neighbouring countries, seeking training and cooperation from other 
organizations, and continuance of the unlawful secessionist and violent 
activities. It is further stated that notwithstanding the ban, the Meitei 

f 

Extremist Organisations of Manipur have continued to resort to unlawful tax 
collections, extortions and kidnappings/abductions for ransom. The affidavit 
further traces the factors and reasons, as already noted in paras 10.6 and 
10.7 above, taken into consideration for extension and continuance of the ban 
for a further period! of two years beyond 13.11.2003. It is stated that, in the 
circumstances, it was necessary to declare the Meitei Extremist 
Organisations of Manipur as ‘unlawful associations’ w.c.f. 13.11.2003 with 
immediate effect and therefore, the Notification dated 13.11.2003 was 
accordingly issued, a copy of which is Annexure V to the affidavit. 

13. Shri R.R. Jha has been examined as PW8. He has proved letter dated 

10.12.2003 (Ex.PW8/l) of the Central Government, making reference under 

S.4 (1) of the Act to this Tribunal, notification dated 13.11.2003, (Ex.PW8/2), 
notification dated 5.12.2003 (Ex.P\V8/3), and the resume annexed to the 

reference (Ex.8/4). He also deposed that the affidavit dated 14.1.2004 (Ex.PW 

8/5) filed in these proceedings on behalf of the Central Government is signed 

by him and the facts stated therein are on the basis of information received 

from the Central Government Agencies and the Government of Manipur. He 

stated that it may be read as part of examination-in-chief. He also proved 

Annexures 1,11,111 and IV to his affidavit referred to above as Exs.PW8/6, 

PW8/7, PW8/8 and PW8/9. 
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14. Shri S.Dinokumar Singh, Special Secretary (Home), Government of 
Manipur appeared as PW1. He stated that the affidavit dated 23-1-2004 
(Ex.PW-1/1) filed by him bears his signatures. He stated that the contents of 
his three affidavits were based on official record and information received 
from various Departments of the Government of Manipur. He further stated 
that in his official capacity he has been dealing with the activities of the 
Meitei Extremist Organisations of Manipur. The affidavit Ex.PWl/1 further 
states that the main objective of these Organisations is to secede Manipur 
from the Union of India and formation of an Independent Sovereign 
Country. These Organisations indulge in various unlawful activities, 
intimidation/extortion of money from general pubic, terrorization of the 
people by their acts of killing of innocent people, Government employees, 
Police personnel and security force personnel, kidnapping and abduction of 
top ranking government officials, businessmen and the members of well-to- 
do families for ransom. Also these Organisations receive assistance from 
foreign countries. The affidavit also gives details of the aims and objectives of 
each of these Organizations and of their bases, manpower, arms and 
ammunitions, of their involvement in crime and criminal cases etc. It is 

stated that there is continued need to declare these Organisations as 

) 

W unlawful associations”. Affidavit Ex.PWl/1 is by and large on the same lines 
as the affidavit of Shri R.R. Jha (Ex.PW8/5). The second affidavit dated 
23.1.2004 of Shri S.Dinokumar Singh (Ex.FWl/2) states that during the 
period from 13-11-2001 to 15-6-2003 as many as 656 cases were filed against 
the Meitei Extremist Organisations. With this affidavit copies of relevant 
documents pertaining to 23 selected FIRs registered against different Meitei 
Extremist Organisations have been filed, which, in his deposition, he stated 
to be true copies of their respective originals and prepared from the original 
record. The details of the 656 cases registered against different Meitei 
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Extremist Organisations have also been gives* He proved copies of list of 
FIRs as Ex PW1/A (Colly), copies of gist of FIRs as Ex. PW1/B (Colly), 
copies of FIRs as Ex.PWl/C (Colly) and copies of newspaper cuttings as Ex. 
PWI/D (Collly). It may be stated that while documents Ex. PW1/A (Colly) 
and Ex. PW1/B (CoUy) have been filed with the second affidavit dated 23-1- 
2004, documents Ex. PW1/C and Ex. PWI/D have been filed with the 
affidavit dated 17.3.2004 of Shri S.Dinokumar Singh. In his deposition also, 
he deposed about the number of cases registered against each of the Meitei 
Extremist Organisations, as stated at page 4 of Ex PW1/2. Then he deposed 
as to the anti-national, unlawful, subversive and criminal activities of these 
Organisations. He prayed his affidavits be read as part of evidence. 

15. Documents annexed with the affidavit dated 23.1.2004 of Shri S. 

Dinokumar Singh, contain copies of six FIRs filed, on affidavits, by the 

respective Investigating Officers, namely (i) Shri Khuptintal Singson, Sub- 

Inspector, (PW2), (ii) Shri Ngangom Romen Singh, Sub Inspector, fPW3), 

(iii) Shri Wahengbam Dhananjoy Singh, Sub Inspector (PW4), (iv) Shri 

Thokchom Damu Singh, Sub Inspector (PW5), (v) Shri Seram Surjaboro 
Singh, Sub Inspector (PW6) and (vi) Md. Abdul GafTur Masood, Sub 

Inspector (PW7), who are individually investigating cases against each of the 

six Meitei Extremist Organisations. Their affidavits are respectively marked 

as Exs. PW 2/1, PW 3/1, PW 4/1, PW 5/1, PW 6/1 and PW 7/1). 

16. PW 2 to PW7 in their depositions stated that they were the IOs in the 
respective FIRs; that the affidavits (Exs PW2/1 to PW7/1) sworn by them 
bore their signatures; that the contents thereof were correct and that they be 
read as part of evidence. They proved the copies of the documents filed by 
them with their respective affidavits, namely, copies of FIRs, complaints, 
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statements of witnesses recorded in the case and newspapers etc., which are 
respectively exhibited as Exs. PW2/2 (Collly), PW3/2 (Colly), PW4/2 (Colly), 
PW5/2 (Colly), PW6/2 (Colly) and PW7/2 (Colly). The documents were stated 
to be true copies of the official records. In their affidavits they have referred 
to the case under their investigation of which copies of documents have been 
annexed to the affidavits, the nature and progress of the case. They have 
deposed that the activities of these organizations who do not consider 
themselves as part of India, tantamount to waging war against India and a 
threat to sovereignty and integrity of India and that if the ban is not 
continued they would be a threat to the law and order in Manipur. 


17, The last witness examined was Shri M.Karnanjit Singh, SP, 

CID/Special Branch of Manipur Police Department (PW9), who filed an 

affidavit dated 21-4-2004 (Ex.PW9/l). In the affidavit he stated that he was 

working as Superintendent of Police, CID/Special Branch of Manipur Police 

Department and in his capacity, dealing with collection, collation and 

dissemination of information, as to activities and movements of the Meitei 

Extremist Organisations in axe State as well as outside the State by 
communicating with Special Branches of Police of other States. The Manipur 

State Special Branch covers among others anti national activities or those 

likely to affect security and safety of the State and of India generally. The 

affidavit further states as under: 

“That, in my capacity as stated above, I am directly 
supervising the Joint Interrogation Centre located at Kangla, 

Imphal where all the arrested accused persons relating to the 
extremist cases are interrogated by a team of officers 
consisting of the representatives of Army/Para Military Force 
and Central Intelligence Agencies during the Police Custody 
remand of such arrested accused persons. As such, ' m 
conversant with the activities and movement of these 6 v *sx) 

Meitei Extremist outfits operating in the State of Manipur 
since their interrogation statements are maintained by the 
CID, Special Branch of Manipur apart from the records 
maintained by the Investigating Officers in the districts. 
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All the case records including FIR copies, details of 
crimes committed by 6 (six) Meitei Extremist Organisations, 
documents relating to the activities of the said 6 (six) Meitei 
Organisations were prepared on the basis of the records 
maintained by CID, Special Branch, Manipur and duly 
attested by me in my capacity as Superintendent of'Police/CID 
(Special Branch), Manipur for submission before this Hon’ble 
Tribunal through the Home Department, Government of 
Manipur, Imphal”. 

18. In his statement as PW9, Shri M.Karnajit Singh reiterated what he 

stated in his affidavit and proved his affidavit as Ex.PW9/l and prayed that 

it be read as part of evidence. He also stated that the list of FIRs Ex.PW2/A 

registered against the six Meitei Extremist Organisations for the period from 

13.11.2001 to 15.6.2003, is duly attested by Special Secretary (Home), 

Manipur while details/gist of crimes Ex. PW1/B, copies of FIRs Ex.PWl/C 

and newspaper cuttings Ex.PWl/D to affidavit Ex. PW1/1 are true and 

correct copies and duly attested by him on each page. He then referred to the 

unlawful activities and the threat posed by these extremist organizations. He 

referred to the recent killing of former DGP Shri Jogeshwar by KYKL and 

the call given by UNLF for boycotting the on going parliamentary elections. 
In this connection, he tendered in evidence copies of newspaper cuttings as 

Ex.PW9/X and Ex.PW9/X-l, and stated that despite the ban these extremist 

organizations are still a threat to the law and order situation in Manipur. 

19. As already noted in para 4 above, despite service of notice, none of the 
Meitei Extremist Organisations chose to appear at any stage of the 
proceedings. The evidence led has therefore gone unrebutted. 

20„ I have heard learned counsel for the Central Government He stated 
that the objective of the Meitei Extremist Organisations is to secede from the 
Indian Union and form an independent State of Manipur and in order to 
achieve their objective these organizations have been employing and 
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engaging in armed means; attacking security forces, police, Government 
employees and law abiding citizens; indulging in acts intimidation, 
extortion/looting of civilian population and making efforts to establish 
contacts with sources abroad to secure arms and training. He said that if the 
ban on these Organizations is not continued, these Organisations would 
regroup themselves, expand their cadres, procure sophisticated weapons, 
cause heavy loss of lives of civilians and security forces and accelerate their 
unlawful activities to achieve to their objective: He referred to the evidence 
adduced on behalf of the Central Government and prayed that the 
declaration made in the Notification dated, 13.11.2003 be confirmed. In 
support he referred to the case of JAMAAT-E-ISLAMI HIND Vs. UNION 
OF INDIA ((1995) 1 SCC 428) to contend that the procedure adopted should 
only satisfy the minimum requirements of natural justice and judicial 
scrutiny, which have duly been complied with in the present case. 

21. I have carefully considered the matter and the evidence adduced. 

During the hearing I have also been shown the original intelligence reports 
received by the Central Government from IB Intelligence Bureau, Research 

and Analysis Wing, CRPF, BSF, Army and the Government of Manipur, in 

the matter, on the basis of which, it was argued, the Central Government 

formed its opinion. 

22. The documentary evidence placed on record are copies of official 
records which have been proved by witnesses. It shows that these extremist 
organizations are engaged in unlawful activities of intimidation, extortion, 
kidnapping/abduction for ransom, boycott of National functions, acts of 
terrorism, collection of taxes, acquiring arms and ammunition, publishing 
seditious material seeking weapons training, looting, killing of security 
forces, police personnels and maintaining links with outfits abroad to 
achieve their objective of secession from the Indian Union and establishment 
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of an independent State of Manipur. The evidence produced as discussed 
above is specific and quite voluminous. It gives details of cases registered and 
crimes committed: All this evidence is admissible and unrebutted. The 
requirement of natural justice has been duly complied with inasmuch as 
notice was duly served on the Meitei Extremist Organisations of Manipur, as 
stated in para 4 hereinabove, to participate in the proceedings but despite 
service the Meitei Extremist Organisations chose not to put in appearance at 
any stage of the proceedings. I have therefore no reason to disbelieve the oral 
as well as documentary evidence adduced which clearly establishes the 
• existence of circumstances justifying the issuance of the Notification dated 
13.11.2003. The issue framed is, therefore, decided in favour of the Central 
Government 

23. This Tribunal is, therefore, of the view that there was sufficient cause 

for declaring the aforesaid Meitei Extremist Organisations of Manipur, 

namely: (i) the Peoples’ Liberation Army, generally known as (PLA) and its 
political wing the Revolutionary Peoples’ Front (RPF); (ii) the United 

National Liberation Front (UNLF); (iii) the Peoples’ Revolutionary Party of 

Kangleipak (PREPAK) and its armed wing, the “Red Army”, (iv) the 

Kangleipak Communist Party (KCP) and its armed wing, alsto called the 

“Red Army”; (v) the Kanglei Yaol Kaoba Lup (KYKL), and (vi) the 

Manipur Peoples’ Liberation Front (MtLF); as “unlawful associations” 

under the Act, vide Notification No. S.O.No.l302(E) dated November 13, 

2003, issued by the Central Government. 

The reference is answered accordingly. 
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
